TELL US A QUICK BIT ABOUT 
YOURSELF AND YOUR WORK. 

I'm an illustrator and designer based 
in Charlotte, North Carolina. I do the 
majority of my work in the apparel 
industry, working for a number of 
skate/snow and streetwear brands, 
along with some work in sports 
licensing and apparel development 
for Adidas and Reebok. 

TALK US THROUGH A TYPICAL 
IOB, FROM THE INITIAL IDEA TO A 
COMPLETED PIECE. 

It's pretty straightforward. Once I 
receive a brief, I immediately start 
compiling reference material for 
the particular project and do some 
rough sketches. From there I will 
generally refine a couple and send 
off for approval before executing on 
the final piece. That's pretty much it 
in a nutshell, although sometimes 
there are a few more steps involved 
depending on the project. 


WHAT’S BEEN YOUR FAVOURITE 
PROJECT TO DATE? 

I don't know if I could pick a favourite. 
Since I find myself doing so much 
apparel, it's good to get a break from it 
from time to time and do something 
a little different. Whether it's a 
magazine cover, branding project or 
whatever. It's a nice change of pace. 
WHAT INFLUENCES YOUR DESIGN 
WORK? WHERE DO YOU DRAW 
INSPIRATION FROM? 

I think the biggest source of inspiration 
for me, outside of the imagery that 
we are bombarded with day after day, 
are my kids. I've been working in this 
field for a little over 12 years, but really 
didn't start doing work that I was 
proud of or felt represented me until 
after I had my son around seven years 
ago. Up until that point, I was pretty 
much just working and collecting a 
paycheck and taking my free time for 
granted. Once you start a family, you 


realise how limited your time really 
is, and it motivated me to make every 
minute count and only do work that I 
was really excited about. 

WHAT OTHER ARTISTS/ 
ILLUSTRATORS DO YOU LOOK UP TO? 
It's a tough question to answer 
because there are so many, but if I 
had to pick one it would have to be 
Frank Kozik. Mainly for his ability to 
appeal to such a broad audience with 
zero compromise artistically. I really 
admire that. 

WHAT WOULD BE THE END OF THE 
RAINBOW FOR YOU? 

I don't really look too far ahead. I like 
what I do and intend to be doing this 
in some capacity for a long time. It's 
my experience and the more I work 
and put myself out there, the more 
doors will open and unexpected 
opportunities will present themselves, 
so it's important for me to just keep 
pushing and enjoy the ride.

H I TRAVIS! HOW IS IT BEING 
YOU RIGHT NOW? 

I’ve been hurt a lot the last 
two years, which kinda sucks, but it's 
a hazard I guess. I'm having fun on 
the Nitro Circus tour - you party until 
2AM, then you're on the bus and if 
there’s a skatepark within 100 miles 
you stop off. It’s really like a circus. 
WHEN YOU GET INJURED, DO YOU

Eventually, but at the moment I 
still have that passion. With the 
Nitro Live programme, the guys 
that started it aren’t necessarily too 
old, but we're not the highlight of 
the show anymore. The goal is that 
we eventually have a spot where 
the best in the world can come and 
train. Eventually kids would be like 
T wanna be part of the Nitro tour. It’s 
high risk, low pay, but to be able to 
push the sport further and to be able 
to better myself, that's my goal.' 
WHEN YOU’RE DOING SOMETHING 
DANGEROUS, HOW DO YOU GET 
YOURSELF INTO THE RIGHT MIND 
FRAME WITHOUT DESCENDING 
INTO TEARS? 

When everything’s happening, the 
adrenaline takes over and everything 
slows down. When you're in the air 
you have to make choices. If I land 
like this, I’ll break both ankles. If I 


land like this, I'll break my leg. If 
I don’t do anything, I'll break my 
neck. Most people would be like 
‘they all suck!' but for an action 
sports person you have to think 
‘Ok, I can compete with a broken 
wrist, I’ll work towards that'. It 
really feels like The Matrix. 

PEOPLE DIED IN THE MATRIX... 

I have this tattoo done by my 
friend Matt Hoffman, that means 
‘Live to die happy’. It doesn’t mean 
that you're ready to die, or you’re 
even okay with death, but I’ll wake 
up every morning and live my life 
to its full potential. 

YOUR MOST FAMOUS SECOND OR 
SO WAS YOUR DOUBLE-BACKFLIP 
AT X GAMES IN 2006. HOW LONG 
DID THAT FEEL LIKE FOR YOU? 

It took a little over two seconds, 
but it felt like 15.1 was once in 
a rally crash with my co-driver 
and the same thing happened. 

Most people would remember it 
as ‘We crashed and flipped', but I 
remember starting flipping, then all 
of a sudden it was slower and I 
thought we were done flipping, 
then realised we were in the 
air, and then we flipped three 
more times.

It's the principle, it's the fact that you 
have your friends there and on that 
night you wanna be the one that has 
the most balls, the one that took it 
the furthest. I've only won it once, 
I'm getting very frustrated.

No, I'm so proud of those guys. This 
whole Nitro Circus crew is such a 
tight-knit group of chaos. They're 
the gnarliest guys in the world, from 
every sport, a lot of them from sports 
that don’t even officially exist. At 
X Games it’s like, ‘We can't include 
this sport because it's not cool'. 

At Nitro Circus if you're pushing 
whatever you do to beyond what 
anyone else is doing and you wanna 
be the best in the world, then let’s see 
what you got.
